Bono's retreating:" But ns 
no trumpet had tieon sounded and no 
order had l>een given he hesllated aud 
waited for the rati. A* the men bad 
aeon the others retreat:ng. they unoere- 
monfously loft, and Do Kudlo. seeing 
the guidon left behind, rude hack to 
got It. whlrti he did. but aaw thirty-live 
or forty In 'Ians coming. Ho dftsbod 
off. and they Bred a volley: but. loan¬ 
ing low on hi* horse. It went high over 
him lie rode Into the Ihlck under¬ 
brush. when they Bred many shota Into 
the woods, the bullets cutting the 
brandies all around him. Be crossed 
the creek, scrambling up ibe hank, 
when suddenly he saw hundreds of In¬ 
dians In front of hltu. not fifty yards 
distant, shooting at the rot renting sol¬ 
diers. with their backs toward him. He 
Instantly saw that he was entirely cut 
off. While thinking how desperate a 
run for It It would be. the thought of 
wife and children nerved him. and be 
was nlsitit to brave It when a young 
Indian about thirty yards distant on 
his right nred and killed hi* horse. 
The shot attracted the other Indluna, 
and TV Rudlo Jumped down the bank, 
hiding In nit excavation, and several 
volleys were fin'd, so accurately seem¬ 
ingly that the Indians thought be must 
be killed 

A terrible yelling began nmong the 
Indians, und all at once the filing 
censed Peering out. he aaw the cause. 
Captain Bentecn's column was com¬ 
ing over the hills and had attracted 
their attention It aroused the hope 
that they would come near enough for 
him to Join them, but In a few minute* 
they disappeared, and the Indians all 
started off in that direction. Ileno's 
command had evidently rallied, and 
they all got together, so his only hope 
was to crawl around under the under¬ 
brush and get as near Reno's com¬ 
mand as he could, which be could 
plainly see. At the aume dme there 
was a movement on another hill on the 
right, and he thought be aaw for a 
moment General Coaler and some of¬ 
ficer*. and then they disappeared 
While quiet’j going through the brush 
he heard u whispered “Lieutenant, 
lieutenant!" Then be recognized Pri¬ 
vate O'Neil of O troop and Gerard. In¬ 
terpreter. slid Scout Jackson. The 
two latter had horses, but O'Neil’s had 
been killed. 

Gerard and Jackson would not desert 
their horses, fearing they would neigh

! Back and forth, attracted by heavy 
lirtng on the village, which must have 
been the Custer fight. Aa they refused 
to leave the horses, he started with 
O’Neil afoot on their own book. 

At one time an Indian rode within a 
few feet of them, cut a switch anil 
went on. They were then at the edge 
of a clearing, which they dared not 
trees until dark, and they hid them¬ 
selves between some driftwood In a 
hole, placing their cartridges all around 
handy and ready for the expected st¬ 
uck. 

Two shots were Bred In close prox¬ 
imity. and they thought they were 
go no. Peering out. they aaw that It 
was Indian women who were mutilat¬ 
ing the bodies of some dead soldier*. 
Searching around the ground, they 
eatne so near that they were tempted 
to Are at them.

I JiihI us Jackson anil Gerard Joined 
i them, having left ilielr horses where 
i they first met. stiitfiiig grass In their 
nostrils to prevent them from attract¬ 
ing attention. Wrapping their blouse* 
sround their bends, they suceeedisl In 
escaping Into the thick brush along 
the bunk of the creek. Pram here they 
saw that McDougall had Joined Reno 
with the pack train. At the finish of 
the Bring In the direction where Cus¬ 
ter was hundreds of Indians returned 
andtp’io light on the hill was kept np 
all night. The two scout* got their 
horses nud. with O'Neil and L*e Kudlo 
holding the tails, decided to ford the 
river under darkness at the place 
where they had crossed In the morn¬ 
ing. By making n detour round the In¬ 
dians and ns ll wns dark they passed 
close to three bands of rod men with¬ 
out molestation. O’Neil nnd I>e Rudlo 
on the occasion* keeping alongside the 
horse* and out of sight. The fourth 
party came along and shouted to them 
In Bloux. and Jaekaon anil Gerard rut 
loose and the two afoot dropped and 
hhl In the siigebnish. 

The Indians pursued the horsemen 
a short distance. Bring shots at them, 
but did not see the iwo men In the 
sagebrush, although they passed In sin¬ 
gle file within three or four feet of 
them. 

O'Nell ami he reached the ford and 
decided to secrete themselves nnd wait 
until daylight. The moon came out but 
dimly, and they saw a party that look- : 
ed like American cavalry, as they were 
on American horses and dressed In the 
soldier's uniform, the leader tiding a i 
sorrel horse with four white legs. He 
was sure that It was Captain Tom Our I 
ler. Elated, he cried out. ’’Hello, cap -1 
tain!" The rider atopped. nnd. although 
they could uoi see him. a fiendish yell 
and a volley of bullets told them they 
were Indians. They rushed through 
the brush, the Indians Bring at the 
moving bushes volley after volley. 
Their escape waa mlraculoua. 

It turned out afterward that these 
Indians by their firing spoiled a bit of 
stratagem they had arranged to deceive 
Reno by dresalng In the clothes of 
dead soldiers of Custer's command, 
and. equipped with clinking sabers anil 
on Amertcau horses, they expected to 
deceive him In the night by pretend¬ 
ing to be men of Caster's party. This 
firing at De Rudlo nnd giving the ln- 
dlHn yell put the Reno men on their 
guard. Proceeding on their way. two 
Indians came bunting for the fugitives 
believing, of course, that It was only 
some wounded soldier. While bunting 
for them they approsebed within five | 
yards, ami, evidently having seen 
them, one Jumped from bis horse, 
when De Budic fired and dropped him 
dead. O’Nell’a carbine knocking the 
other one out of bis saddle and killing 
him. The Indians In Ibe hills saw the 
flash and puff and fired another volley 
lu that direction, but the two desperate 
men hastily concealed themselves be¬ 
hind a big log which several ballets 
bad atruck. The bullets struck the 
ground within a few feet and eveu 
Inches of them continuously. 

Again the woods were fired at this 
point, but ss It had been rainy In the 
evening the smoke was stronger thsn 
the flames and was thus their salva- | 
tlon. und they hid in a deep part of 
the creek with only their heads out of 
water, hut with their cartridges and 
firearms on the hank ready for action. 
They remained there and In a little 
oasis of husbei, that the fire bad not 
touched, without muring or sjieaking 
until U o'clock on the SQtb of June. 
About -I o'clock there were two signal 
plaiol shot* fired, the Indian vedette 
left his post at the ford and a loud 
voice was beard haranguing the lu 
dlun*. and a bund of three or four hun¬ 
dred passed chisel} and rode off. They 
could see them for miles down the 
river und heard ihcm singing a pecul¬ 
iar chant. By «:»' they had gone ns 
far us they could see. and It was evi¬ 
dent (hat something hud caused them 
to move away, us It appeared to them 
that the troops must have also left the 
hill. 

Hungry, exhausted and dispirited, 
their condition can he Imagined—the 
command gone, aud they a hundred 
miles from the Yellowstone river! 
However, when everything was quiet 
In the dark night they started In the 
direction of Ueuo's retreat, and after 
about five miles they came to a high 
' hill, from which they saw a fire. At 
1 times the fire disappeared, aud they 
concluded that there most he human 
beings passing around It, which hid It 
occasionally from algbt. But what 
kind of human beings—Indians or 
white? There was the rub. The, 
crawled on with great cautiousness 
fearing the Indiana would have to be 
rrawled through even to reach Rene, 
if It waa Reno, when their beurta were 
raised by the braying of a mule. Rtlll. 
he might be a captured mule, ao they 
crept along on their bellies cautiously 
until they got ao near Hist they heard 
voices talking lu English. They 
crawled within a hundred yards of 
the visible party and called out to the 
picket who they were. De Radio and 
O'Neil “F'T God’s sake, don't shootr 
A cheer from the picket, und in a few I 


minute* the tired ami famished sur¬ 
vivors of many menial death* were 
munching cracker* ami coffee with 
Captain Yaruuin

time to time scattered among the 
wli klu|*> or temporary shelter* made 
of sapling* nnd tree bra nohow, but so 
far no signs of Hie bosille Monx were 
«ncountcrcd Our plcinresque Crow 
and Croc nlllos had brought Informa¬ 
tion of the near approach of the Sioux, 
and wp were In hourly expectation that 
the savages would appear to dispute 
our progress. Plains scarred by deep 
canyons we passed which might eon-

ceal an army from view and yet wore 
Invisible at a few hundred yards dis¬ 
tant. Right and left ran continuous 
lines of bluffs on either hand, offering 
positions that, defended by resolute 
and well armed men. would be almost 
Impregnable. 

"Suddenly, while standing around a 
fire at a temporary stopping place, we 
were gtartlcd by u quick succession of 
unearthly yells, nnd soon after a hand 
of Crows, (minted hideou*ly. burst Into 
camp at full gallop. They reported 
‘heap Sioux' coming toward us. more 
Sioux than they hud ever seen before. 
This our informant expressed dearly 
In sign language, showlug u* the Sioux 
mourned aud coming to cut our ihronts. 
The Interpreter aooti after arrived and 
confirmed our Interpretation of the In- 
dlnn sign language. Soou we were 
startled by a simultaneous rush of 
the Crec arout*. who annotin- ed the 
Sioux. The troops Immediately formed 
In Hue of battle, nnd the scene was an 
animated one. Two companies of the 
Seventh cavalry, under Captain French 
and Lieutenant De Itudlo, were to sup¬ 
port the scouts In case of attack, while 
the column was properly arranged us 
well as the difficult nature of the 
ground would permit. 

“One battalion of the Seventh cav¬ 
alry. under Captain Weir, formed a 
mounted skirmishing line at full gal¬ 
lop. aided by the Second cavalry, 
drawn up In column on their Bank un¬ 
der General Grishin and Lieutenant 
Low's battery of three guns. The 
trains were closed up. nnd the com¬ 
panies of the Fifth Infantry, under 
General Mile*: the Sixty-sixth. trader 
Colonel Moore, and the Twenty-second, 
under Colonel Otis, were extended 
along the Hunks nnd moled In Hie 
rear as supports. For a few minutes 
all was expectation aud anxiety. 

“A single bnr-emaii advanced from 
the timber, and there was a muttered 
exclamation from many months.

As we strained our ears 
for the report of the first gun the 
horseman advanced toward the skir¬ 
mishers. muklng signs of friendship.
